Colonel White reported that there were considerable rumors throughout 
the Agency regarding sweeping changes as a result of the report, and 
Colonel Baird recommended that the Director maJce some statement to 
Agency personnel to allay these rumors. Mr. Dulles said that he 
would prefer to have each of those present to transmit verbally through 
the chain of command to all personnel his appreciation for the work 
everyone did in connection with the Clark Report, and to assure them 
that the report was not unfavorable and further, to emphasize that 
practically all the critical comments were made in the unclassified 
report. Mr. Wisner commented that he felt we had come through a 
"test of fire" and had come out "of age." Mr. Dulles asked Mr. Wisner 
to get with Colonel Baird for a possible written message to all per- 
sonnel. 
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
